s, Long Island oysters are 
cullivated. It takes five long 
expensive, tedious, anxjous 
venrs to grow them to fine 
quality, market size. The entire 
crop could be wiped out by o 
hurricane, by a school of marine 
pests, or by thelr natural 
enemies, such os star-flsh and 
drills. Cultivation starts from 
the time they ure spawned in 
May, Junc, July and August. 
Old ‘oyster shells, front opened 
oysters, ure spread ‘over the 
spawning beds to catch the 
spawn, which attach themselves 
to the outside of the old shells 
to form a new crop of oysters. 

“As they tend to Brow tn- 
gether {In clusters, ihe oysters 
would grow irregular in shape, 
and would not xet their fuli 
growth, So one of the first steps 
ts to lift the year-old oysters 
with o power dredge from thie 
sally water, onto the deck of an 
oyster boat. Then we break 
the yearlings Into individual 
oysters and replant them in ate 
other oyster bed. This trans- 
ferring and replanting from one 
oyster bed to another takes 
place: two or three times before 
they are finally placed in 
maturing beds where they grow 
into big, plump, tasty murket- 
size oysters.” ‘ 

At ‘that moment, our boat 
hove to. The crow Tusherd | to 
the lower deck, and the hugo 
power dredae went into action. 

“Now you'll see some yearling 
oysters,” said Mr Toncr, as onc 
of the men climbed up the lad- 
dex with a big cluster of oysters 
in his hand, They were very 
smnli and clung together on a 
large mature oyster shell. As 
we continued on our tour of the 
bay, we visited other sections of 
the oyster farm, where the bont 
crews were dredging up or 
{ransplanting oysters in various 
stages of growth, ench year ndd- 
ing about o quarter of an fnch 
in growth to the yearling shell.
